Breeders were confident that the year- 
ling market at Keeneland would be strong 
in comparison with the summer sales of 
1950. Buyers assumed, on the basis of in- 
flation if for no other reason, that it would 
take more dollars to buy racing pros- 
pects. There was general agreement that 
prices would rise, but it is doubtful wheth- 
er anyone was quite prepared for such an 
upturn as took place in the Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s annual auctions at 
Keeneland last week. 

In the first three days of selling the 
aggregate was higher than for the entire 
four-day series last year. The fourth ses- 
sion was the biggest of all, and produced 
an average more than twice that of the 
corresponding day last year. 

The over-all average of $8,237 for 388 
yearlings was 37.1 per cent above the 1950 
mean. It was the second-highest average 
for a yearling auction series in North 
America, and was within 17 per cent of 
the $9,912 record established at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales of 1946, when 
more than a third of yearlings went for 
prices of $10,000 and upward. It was the 
first time since 1946 that more than a 
fourth of the yearlings had reached this 
figure. 

The top price of $60,000—a record for 
a yearling filly in North America—was 
almost double the maximum bid made last 
year. Slightly more than one yearling out 
of every ten reached $20,000.

In general, the yearlings were good; 
as a group they were possibly above the 
usual standard for the Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales, and this may have accounted 
for a little of price gain. Everyone was 
conscious of monetary inflation, and 
this undoubtedly accounted for a part of 
the rise. The fears of global war which 
prevailed during last summer’s sales had 
been quieted to some extent, and this may 
have had some effect. 


But the actual rise in prices was trace- 
able, in much greater degree than usual, 
to the influence of one man. The influence 
was direct and indirect. Louis B. Mayer 
was back at the ringside, bidding on 
many of the higher-priced colts and fillies. 
And because Mr. Mayer’s extended series 
of dispersal sales had ended, after im- 
pressing strongly upon his California 
neighbors that good horses are the only 
ones worth having, a Western delega-

In the summaries above, no attempt has been made to place the comparable ses- 
sions for each year alongside each other, as has been done in the past. The makeup 
of the sessions by consignors in 1951 differed from the makeup of the sessions of 1950 
in several respects. For example, Claiborne Stud and Leslie Combs II sold in the 
same session last year. In 1951 they were in different sessions. Coldstream Stud’s 
consignment for 1951 was comparable with the Coldstream and Elmendorf consign- 
ments of 1950, which sold on different days. There were other variations throughout 
the 1951 auctions, but the total picture was approximately the same. 
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tion with extraordinary buying power 
turned up for the sales. 

With Mr. Mayer and his former cus- 
tomers reaching for the good ones, buy- 
ers from other sections often found the 
bids going beyond their predetermined 
limits. Money from California and the 
Southwest made the difference between 
a moderate rise and a big one. 

On the third day of the sales, when 
Mereworth Farm’s sister to Twilight Tear 
brought $60,000, highest price at Keene- 
land since 1946, and the highest ever for 
a yearling filly in the United States, the 
bidding in its later stages was limited 
to. Texas and California. Mr. Mayer was 
still in at $58,000. Eugene Constantin Jr.,

of Dallas. raised to $58,500. and C. S. 
Jones, of Long Beach, Calif., ended the 
battle with an offer of $60,000. 

More yearlings went to Western buyers 
than ever before, and for a larger money 
total than ever before. Among the lead- 
ing bidders were the Messrs. Mayer, 
Jones, Constantin, Joe Palmisano, T. Nor- 
man Phelps, Andrew J. Crevolin, King 
Ranch, and W. W. (Tiny) Naylor. 

Other sections of the country were not 
shut out, of course. Humphrey S. Finney, 
of Maryland, bidding for undisclosed 
Eastern clients, succeeded in spending 
more than any other one person except 
Mr. Mayer. Mrs. Dodge Sloane’s Brook- 
meade Stable, Emil Denemark of Chicago.

regulars of the Keeneland sales were in 
on the action. 

The result of the sharpened competition 
was the best market since the peak year 
of 1946. It may be assumed that a breeder 
must spend between $4.000 and $5,000, at 
least. to produce a yearling of good-class 
parentage and high credentials otherwise. 
For the first time since 1946 more than 
half the yearlings sold for as much as 
$5.006: a total of 214. or 55 per cent. 
reached this mark. At or above the $4.000 
level were 260 yearlings, or two out of 
every three head sold. 


Buying of this sort was good news for 
the breeder who could turn out yearlings 
good enough, on the average, to show an 
over-all profit. Such breeders, of course, 
were not very numerous, since the Keene- 
land sales represent the cream of a crop 
the remainder of which cannot be sold 
so well. More of the cream will be offered 
at Saratoga. but both these sales series, 
taken together, will not account for half 
the yearlings to be sold this year. Never- 
theless the rising prices at Keeneland 
would have the effect of increasing total 
production and thus driving prices down 
again, especially in the lower brackets. 

The over-all gain in the 1951 average 
was made in despite of the fact that last 
year’s sale had more than the usual pro- 
portion of colts. Last year 65.9 per cent 
of the Keeneland Summer Sales yearlings 
were colts, this year only 58.5 per cent, 
about normal. The average price for colts 
increased by 45.4 per cent; for fillies, 
28.6 per cent. Of the 227 colts, 72, or 
31.7 per cent, sold for at least $10,000; 
of the 161 fillies, 30, or 18.6 per cent, 
reached this level. 

Last year, because of the infrequency 
of bids in the upper brackets, the market 
appeared abnormally compressed, nearly 
half the yearlings (47 per cent) selling 
in the narrow range between $2,000 and 
$4.900. This year 144 yearlings, or 37 per 
cent of the 388 total, sold within the 
same range. The shift was toward the 
top, with 102 yearlings, or 26.3 per cent, 
selling for at least $10,000, as compared 
with 15.7 in the same category last year. 


Forty-one, or 10.6 per cent of the 1951 ° 


Keeneland yearlings, went as high as $20,- 
000. The proportion of yearlings in these 
upper brackets was the second-highest in 
the history of American auctions, ex- 
ceeded only in the peak year of 1946. 

Whatever the causes and whatever the 
possible effects might be, it was certain 
that the 1951 yearling market was off to 
an unexpectedly good start.

The general upward drift of prices is 
indicated by the tabulation above. Only 
in the bottom 10 per cent of yearlings 
was the market approximately the same 
as last year, and even here it was slightly 
higher. In 1950 a bid of $2,400 would 
have bought 20 per cent of the yearlings 
sold; this year only 56 head, or 14 per 
cent, sold for as little as $2,400. 

Last year the market showed its prin- 
cipal weakness in the upper brackets. The 
sales last week swung to the other ex- 
treme. Of the 388 head sold, 102 (26.3 
per cent) brought at least $10,000; in 
1950 only 60 yearlings (15.7 per cent) 
reached this figure. It was the first time 
since 1946, and the second time in his- 
tory, when more than one yearling in four 
sold for $10,000 or more. 

Last year the highest price at Keene- 
land Summer Sales was $32,000; last 
week 11 yearlings exceeded that figure. 
Thirty-seven yearlings (9.5 per cent) 
brought at least $20,000.

The Buyers 


The 163 buyers of record at the 1951 
Keeneland Summer Sales bought an av- 
erage of 2.3 yearlings apiece, and spent 
an average of $19,607. (Because one or 
more buyers sometimes are represented 
by a single agent. it is never possible to 
give exact figures in this category.) 

The buyer/spending ratio at Keeneland 
for other years: 1950—163 buyers aver- 
aged spending $14,045; 1949—172/$12.- 
705; 1948—183/$15.283; 1947—170/$17.- 
508: 1946—130/$31.643; 1945—137/$22.- 
878; 1944—146/$15.658. 

The leading buyer this year was Louis 
B. Mayer. who for several years previous 
had been a leading seller: in the dispersal 
of his breeding and racing operations in 
California. he had sold several million 
dollars worth of horses. Now he was back 
in racing as a buyer of yearlings. and

for 13 head he paid $265.800. an average 
of $20.446. 

Humphrey S. Finney was close behind

Mr. Finney for 
many years has been prominent at horse 
sales. as a buyers’ representative at times, 
but mainly as a member of the selling 
sicfl. His purchases this year were the 
largest he has made at a yearling auc- 
tien. and presumably he represented sev- 
ercl cents. During the sales he stated 
that he was not at liberty to disclose the 
nemes of his principals.

This is no empty 
excuse, for he was sour enough that Bert 
Mulholland gave him a long rest, even 
at the expense of missing the Kentucky 
Derby and the Preakness, which is further 
than you go to make a story stand up. 

It will always be possible to make a 
case for Counterpoint, which beat Battle- 
field fairly in the Belmont at level weight, 
and then went wrong in his next race and 
was stopped for the year. But Battlefield 
has handled Count Turf and Uncle Miltie, 
now, and at the weights he ran as well as, 
if not better than, Hall of Fame in the 
Classic, though I admit that the latter 
point takes c’ose figuring. What he needs 
to do now is to beat Bold in the Travers 
Stakes, and there will be no argument left 
in training. And even if you include 
Counterpoint, nothing else has aproached 
Battlefield in consistency. 


PROOF. Several weeks ago mention 
was made in this space of the discrimina- 
tion shown by the son of John McNulty, a 
child who delights in ripping the Racing 
Form to shreds but who will not lay a 
finger on THE BLoop-Horse. Several per- 
sons have professed doubis about this. so 
at least partial proof is furnished in a 
photograph (see cut), in which the child 
is reading, with obvious scepticism, what 
Bob Hebert had to say about Interpretation 
and California generally in the June 23 
issue. The Racing Form had already been 
destroyed before the camera got into ac- 
tion. 


THe Reapers McNutty 
Respect for authority. 


Like all—well. nearly al!l—newspaper- 
men, Mr. MeNulty arises ct sun-up, and 
then has nothing to do for hours because 
no one else is up. The other morning, hav- 
ing handicapped horses for maybe 30 
years, it occured to him to look in his 
dictionary and see what handicapping 
meant. Said it: “A procedure jor re- 
solving the total variance of a set of vari- 
ates into component variances. which are 
associated with various factors affecting 
the variates.” 

It occured to me to see what my own 
dictionary had to say. It was more intel- 
ligible and less kind: “an artificial dis- 
advantage is imposed on a _ supposedly 
superior contestant, or an artificial advant- 
age is given to one supposedly inferior . . . 
in order to equalize chances of winning.” 

You will note the repetition of that 
word “supposedly.” Since lexicography 
and racing seldom’ skip hand-in-hand 
through the rain together, it is an allow- 
able supposition that the men who com- 
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piled this dictionary could hardly pick a 
winner from the June chart book. Yet 
here they are suggesting that the racing 
secretary doesn’t know his business. 
Actually, nearly every horseman will 
concede that a professional handicapper 
is right about 90 per cent of the time. 
Given a ten-horse field, the trainer of 
any horse in it will admit that weights 
are properly set on all of the horses except 
one. That, by a mischance, is his own 
horse. which should have five pounds less, 
but it figures out to 90 per cent accuracy. 
EDITOR’S NOTE: In_ recognition of young 
Master McNulty’s fine discrimination in choosing 
Tue Btoop-Horst as his favorite reading, the 
management is sending him with its compliments 
Five Years of Speed, as an aid in handicapping, 
and a small meat grinder, as an aid in disposing 
of antiquated mutuel tickets, if the handicapping 
goes wrong. Until Master McNulty reaches the 
age of 16 and can legally attend the New York 
race courses, McNulty pere is empowered to use 
the book and the meat grinder when indicated. 


SHRINKAGE. The Belmont Park fall 
stakes schedule duplicates the 1959 values, 
end since the minimum purse is $3,500 
this year against $3,000 last season, the 
total distribution will be greater. But this 
department regrets the tailoring which 
bas been done on the New York Handi- 
cap. The race, which Alfred Vanderbilt 
put in originally, has fluctuated around in 
value. It started at $50,000 added, and 
there was some indignation when Shot Put, 
no more than a plodder, won the inaugural 
running in 1940. It looked a little better 
the next year when Fenelon beat Market 
Wise in it, but it was cut to $25,000 in 
1942. That was the year Alsab beat Whirl- 
away. In 1946 it was raised back to 
$50,000 and Stymie won from a rather 
good field. The next year it was $100,000 
added, and of course that was the year 
Arcaro won with *Rico Monte, beating 
*Talon and Phalanx. Despite the success 
of that running, it was cut back to $25,000, 
and the three subsequent winners have 
been *Miss Grillo, Donor, and Pilaster. 
There wasn’t a year, except the first one, 
when it didn’t draw at least a few good 
horses. 

All this time the distance was 214 miles. 
Now this year, though the endowment 
remains at $25,000. the distance is cut to 
a mile and a furlong. That means. instead 
of being a particular sort of race, it has 
become another nine-furlong handicap in 
a racing scene which abounds in _nine- 
furlong handicaps. It will no doubt draw 
a bigger field. with more betting, but Bel- 
mont isn’t given to trimming its stakes on 
purely commercial lines. so I doubt if 
that’s the reason. It might have made 
sense to cut the distance a little, since a 
horse trained for 244 miles has nowhere 
else to go, unless he has sufficient class 
to race at weight for age. If it had been 
cut, say to a mile and three-quarters. it 
would have fitted in well between the 
Manhattan (1% miles) and the Cup. As 
it is, it’s just another race and I think 
Belmont’s fall program is the loser for this. 
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Two out of three yearlings from our 1949 Sara-

When the conflict in dates was 
learned, Mr. Gilpin agreed to change the 
Old Glory sales dates so Mr. Swinebroad, 
who had been engaged by the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Company, could serve at Keeneland. 

The Old Glory sale is a revival of a 
former noted sale of Standard-breds. 
Horses of all ages will be sold. The 
nucleus of the auction will be a dispersal 
of Gage B. Ellis’ Village Farm horses. 
A couple of hundred horses will be sold.

Among the new buyers at Keeneland 
was the partnership of Allison and Prest- 
ridge, for wnom Allan Drumheller is the 
trainer. L. R. Allison, of El Paso. Texas, 
is a contractor, and M. R. Prestridge, of 
Alamogordo, N. M., is a lumber manu- 
facturer. Their racing partnership dates 
from the beginning of this year, and their 
b:st horse to date has been Prince Abbey. 
They were present for the first two days 
of selling. then left their bidding in the 
hends of Mr. Drumheller. 


Allan Drumheller is also trainer for the 
California veteran James N. Crofton, but 
Mr. Crefton, attending the Keeneland 
sales for the first time, did his own buy- 
ing and bidding. He was runner-up on 
the $42.000 War Admiral—Myrtlewood 
colt which topped the first day’s selling. 


Joe Luddy. California trainer, got four 
yearlings, the most expensive of which 
was the $28.500 *Alibhai—Evening 
Shadow colt sold by Dr. Eslie Asbury. Mr. 
Luddy did not disclose the name of his 
principal but said he was “a new man, 
from northern California.” 


Robert E. Cudahy, a newcomer who 
made two purchases, is a son of the head 
of the packing company which carries the 
name. He has a home in Florida, has a 
few horses in training under the direc- 
tion of Paul Kelly. 


At the California Breeders’ Associa- 
tion’s yearling sale in July, 1940, a Long 
Beach contractor named C. S. Jones spent 
$1.600 to buy Phar Rong, a colt by War 
Glory out of the good race mare Xingu, 
consigned by D. J. Davis. Phar Rong was 
Mr. Jones’ first good horse, earning a 
total of $69,135 before he was retired to 
the stud. Mr. Jones bought some of his 
later stock from Louis B. Mayer. and, 
with the Mayer dispersal completed, 
showed up at Keeneland for the first time. 
His principal ringside adventure was of 
course the bidding on the sister to Twi- 
light Tear sold by Mereworth Farm. At 
first the bids came from all over the ring, 
but in the stretch Mr. Jones. Mr. Mayer. 
and Eugene Consiantin Jr., were the con- 
tenders. Early in the bidding Mr. Jones 
settled upon the technique of $500 raises, 
in an effort to slow up the pace. Mayer 
and Constantin continued to round out 
the figures until Mr. Mayer bid $58,000 
and Mr. Constantin raised to $58.500. 
Here Mr. Jones changed his method, 


jumped to $60,000, and quieted the con- 
tention. 


Henry Forrest 


Trainer Henry Forrest, a regular at 
the summer and fall sales, came down 
from Detroit and bought ten yearlings at 
an average price of $4,130. He has had 
success with yearlings in the medium price 
range. The aciivity of Mr. Forrest and 
others interested in yearlings in this price 
group did much to put a substantial floor 
under the market and bring about an 
increase in the general average. 


T. Norman Phelps, another of the Cali- 
fornians who helped make the market, 
first raced under the name of the Nor- 
mal Stable. He is a Chevrolet dealer in 
Oakland and Sacramento. His best horse 
to date has been Sturdy One. Lane Bridge- 
ford is his trainer. 


The M. and J. Sanford who appeared 
as buyers are Mr. and Mrs. John San- 
ford, of Encino, Calif. Their first ap- 
pearance at Keeneland was in the sum. 
mer of 1948, when they bought a Roman 
—Playfull filly which under the name of 
Messalina has been a good winner in 
California. Mr. Sanford is a novelist who 
gives himself credit for having written 
“five blanks” and is thinking of naming 
the next one Turkey No. 6. His wife is a 
scenario writer. 


Yearlings bought by Louis B. Mayer 
were transferred from the sales stables 
to Leslie Combs’ Spendthrift Farm, where 
they will be kept for a short time. Then 
they will be turned over to Trainer George 
Miller, at Keeneland. who will break 
them and await word as to Mr. Mayer’s 
future plans. 


A. J. Crevolin, who bought ten yearlings 
for California racing, has shared the 
profits accruing from Be Fleet, stakes win- 
ner which he bought from the E. D. Axton 
consignment at the 1948 Keeneland Sales. 
Be Fleet has been a very good winner for 


Mr. Crevolin. but because the son of 


Count Fleet was not a California-bred. 
Mr. Axton did not receive breeder’s awards 
from California race tracks. Mr. Crevolin 
made un for this by giving Mr. Axton a 
new automobile. 
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Miss Maerene Waits, assistant to Bill 
Evans in the management of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company, computed that “western” 
buyers took home $973,700 worth of 
yearlings. Fourteen buyers from California 


spent $675,200, and nine from Arizona, 


New Mexico, Texas, and so on spent 
$298,500. They bought 94 horses (Cali- 
fornians 59, others 35). All told, the 
western buyers spent 30 per cent of 
the money, bought 24 per cent of the 
horses, thus contributed importantly to the 
strength of the Keeneland market. 


One of the most interested spectators 
at the sales was Harold Von Schmidt, the 
artist and illustrator, who has been com- 
missioned by Brown-Forman distillers to 
make a painting of the Keeneland Sales 
erena interior. Mr. Von Schmidt, a very 
good judge of conformation, learned 
about horses in his younger days via the 
top deck of a bronco, when he was in 
the cattle business in the West. His aide 
at Keeneland was his son Rick, who is 
comparatively new to the illustrator’s 
trade, but already has had his work in 
national magazines. 


G. F. Strickland, Syracuse, N. Y., auto- 
mobile dealer, arrived for the sales Sun- 
day. after having seen one of his 1950 
purchases, the *Priam II—Gala Belle 
colt, win at Monmouth Park the day be- 
fore. Last year he bought five head, in- 
cluding the $17.500 Gala Belle colt, which 
he got more or less by accident. (He put 
in a bid because the auction had slowed 
up, had no idea he would be able to ob- 
tain the offspring of the noted producer 
at such a price.) This year he got only 
one yearling. Prior to his arrival at 
Keeneland his stable had won 18 races 
this year. 


Brent Hart, who appeared as a con- 
signor, with two yearlings offered, is a 
retired businessman who has a farm at 
Madisonville, in western Kentucky, and 
lives near Louisville. He formerly owned 
coal mines in western Kentucky. 


The sales were 25 minutes late in get- 
ting under way the first day. It had been 
difficult to finish serving lunch in time 
for the 1:30 p. m. starting point. Some 
of the consignors were relieved at the de- 
lay, since a Chesapeake and Ohio train 
carrying some of their prospective cus- 
tomers was about five hours late and did 
not get in until the auction had begun. 
Among those who arrived at the sales 
pavilion late as a result of the train’s 
delay were Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane 
(Brookmeade Stable) and her trainer, 
Preston M. Burch. Mrs. Sloane usually 
has done her Keeneland buying by 
proxy; this time she sat through the sales, 
took her usual place as one of the lead- 
ing buyers.

Bernwood was bred by Brownell Combs, who 
also bred and raced his dam and his granddam, 
and was foaled at Spendthrift Farm, Lexington, 
owned by Mr. Combs’ nephew, Leslie Combs II. 
He was campaigned moderately at two, starting 
eight times and winning three races. He also 
accounted for two seconds—in the Washington 
Park Futurity and the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes. At the end of the season he was weighted 
at 112 pounds in the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap, level with Bugledrums, Count Turf, Longleat, 
Mameluke, and others, and 14 pounds below Uncle 
Miltie, the topweight. 

The son of *Bernborough has been slow to 
reach his top form this year, though he flashed 
an indication of his ability by setting a track 
record of 1:10 for six furlongs at Churchill Downs 
on May 16, under 117 pounds. He had two stakes 
placings to his credit this year prior to his vic- 
tory in the Sheridan Handicap: a second to Fan- 
fare in the Derby Trial Stakes, and a third to 
Jumbo and Ruhe in the Warren Wright Memorial 
Stakes. 

The early pace was swift in the Sheridan. Jumbo 
and To Market outraced the field for the first 
half-mile. To Market moved to the front after 
four furlongs and passed the six-furlong marker 
in 1:08%5, which is four-fifths of a second faster 
than the Washington Park track record and was 
within a fifth of equaling Bolero’s world record for 
six furlongs around a turn. 

Bernwood meanwhile was racing close up, and 
took the lead entering the stretch, when the pace 
began to tell on To Market. The first three quar- 
ters had been run in :22%, :22, :24. Bernwood 
raced the last furlong in :25%, finishing the 
mile in 1:334, a track record, and a fifth faster 
than the former mark, which had been set by 
Coaltown in August, 1949, under 130 pounds.

Twen- 
ty-two head brought $103,800, average 
$4,718. A spotted mule used as a lead 
pony and stable mascot brought $1,200 
from Douglas M. Davis Jr. Stable equip- 
ment also was sold. 

A sizeable crowd was on hand for the 
sale, which was held at the Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s arena under the auspices 
of the sales company. A number of horse- 
men had remained over from the yearling 
sales, and others had come in especially 
for the sale. 

A goodly portion of the horses had 
raced in claiming races, and the prices 
they brought were approximately in line 
with their claiming value. Some sold for 
a bit more than their claiming price, some 
for less. In all, this lot of horses brought 
in the aggregate about what they could 
have been claimed for. 

Mr. Grissom, a Detroit automobile deal- 
er, is retiring from racing because of 
poor health. He has owned Duntreath 
Farm, at Lexington, for several years, and 
bought another farm at Lexington not 
long ago. In the future he will concen- 
trate on breeding horses and raising 
cattle.
